FOUR LIVES ARE CRUSHED OUT 


Passenger Coach Leaps from the Road 
Bed Into Rivanna River. 


WO CAUSE FOR THE ACCIDENT IS ASSIGNED 


The Express Was Moving at a Rapid 
Speed When It Left the 
Track. 


Charlottesville, Va., November 4.—The 
Chesapeake and Ohio vestibuled express, 
the F. F. V., from Cincinnati to Washing- 
ton, was wrecked near Old Shadweil, five 
miles east of this place, at 1:25 o’clock this 
afternoon. 

Four persons were killed and seventeen 
injured. The dead are:

It is reported that the body of another 
Itelian child is under the wreck, but this 
carnot be confirmed. 

The cause of the accident has not been 
definitely ascertained, bvt it is believed 
to have been due to spreading rails. The 
ergine left the track on a sharp curve 
and wes hurled against a rocky hill. All 
of the cars except the dining car and the 
Richmond sleeper, were derailed. 

Two cars were plunged endforemost down 
the steep embankment, and one of them 
went into the Rivanna river, which at this 
place skirts the tracks. The day passenger 
coach and the express car were badly 
wrecked. 

As the locomotive plunged from the rails 
and overturned Engineer Duke was hurled 
from the cab and crushed under the en- 
gine, besides being terribly scalded by es- 
caping steam. He was rescued by his fire- 
man and the conductor. 

As soon after the wreck as possible the 
uninjured passengers and the trainmen 
began the work of rescue and aiding the 
injured. Word was sent to this place, and 
the wrecking train, with physicians, was 
immediately dispatched to the scene of 
the wreck. 

The body of Henry Burnett, the colored 
porter, was the last recovered. He was 
terribly mangled, having been in the bag- 
gage’ car. A foot supposed to have been 
his was first recovered, and later a portion 
of the head. The body was literally dismem- 
bered. 

Mareno had both legs cut off and died 
at the hospital at Charlottesville. 

Among the uninjured passengers on the 
train were Senator Orville H. Platt, of 
Connecticut, Commissioner of Pensions H. 
Clay Evans and Representative Walter 
Evans, of Loulsville. 

The local railway officials, after investi- 
gating the cause of the accident, declared 
that it was not due to spreading of the 
rails, though they are unable to even give 
& theory. They state that the tracks at 
the spot are true, and examination reveal- 
ed that they are tied securely. 

Richmond, Va., November 4.—The acci- 
dent was caused by the breaking of an 
axle of the first truck of the locomotive. 
The train was making up time and the 
engine left the rails on a sharp curve and 
rushing into the rock hillside with terrible 
force, was completely dismantled. Two cars 
went down into the river. 

The sleeper “Salota’’ went over on its 
side, but the dining car and the Richmond 
sleeper remained on the track.

Fifty Millions Will Be Handled Withont | 


Affecting the Market. 


ALL ARRANGEMENTS ARE MADE 


Cver Twenty Millions Have Been Set 
Aside for Vanderlip. 


ONE CONCERN ALONE GEIS $15,000,000 


Financial Situation Will Not in Any 
Way Be Disturbed by the Big 
Transaction. 


Washington, November 4.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Vanderiip as returned from @ 
brief visit to New York, where he arranged 
for the transfer by the reorganization 
committee of the government's share of the 
purchase proceeds of the Union Pacific 
railroad. 

Several banks of New York city have 
made applications for the deposit with 
them of such amounts or the purchase 
money as the treasury department may 
deem necessary in order that there may 
be no disturbance of the money market in 
consequence of the reorganization com- 
mittee’s heavy withdrawals. 

The National City bank will accept $15,- 
000,000; the Chase National, $2,000,000; the 
Hanover National, $2,000,000; the National 
Bank of the Republic, $800,000, and the 
American Exchange National and the Sea- 
board National, $500,000 each, making a 
total of $20,800,000. 

Other banks will also apply for consid- 
erable amounts and furnish the required 
indemnity bonds, should it be deemed nec- 
essary. 

The fact, however, that the reorganiza- 
tion committee has decided to make its 
payments according to the dates fixed by 
the court, instead of paying the whole 
amount at once, will relieve the situation 
very materially. 

According to treasury calculations the 
exact amount of the government’s share 
of the purchase money is $58,488,223. 

Of this amount $27,236,512 is principal out- 
standing: $30,830,181 interest due and un- 
paid, and $381,580 interest accrued but not 
due. 

Against this gross sum there is a credit 
of $4,537,921, representing the cash in the 
sinking fund, and $11,446, being the amount 
of the interest on the bonds of the sinking 
fund due November Ist, inaking a total 
credit of $4,349,368, which being taken from 
the gross amount of the purchase price 
leaves a halance of $53,898,855. 

Of this amount $8,084,828, less the amount 
of cash in the sinking fund, will be due 
in fifteen days after the confirmation of 
the sale, which is expected to take place 
within the next few days. 

The second payment will be made fifteen 
days after the first and will aggregate 
$12,690,848. 

The three remaining payments will be 
made within forty, fifty and sixty days, re- 
spectively, from the date of the confirma- 
t.on of the sale, and will be for $12,590,348 
each. 

The amount of government bonds issued 
in aid of the Pacific railroads, which ma- 
ture on January Ist next, is $29,914,852, ag 
follows: 

Central Pacific, $10,614,120; Union Pacific, 
$15,919,612; Kansas Pacific, $1,423,000; Central 
branch Union Pacific, $320,000; Sioux City 
and Pacific, $1,628,320. 

A member of the Union Pacific syndicate 
speakirg today of the arrangemerts for 
depositing in banks the $58,000,000 which is 
to be paid to the government for the re- 
lease of its lien upon the Union Pacific 
maf line, purchased last week at Omaha, 
Neb., said: 

‘The transactions will be warried through 
without a ripple to disturb the financial 
situation. The money will be deposited in 
eight or nine banks, and more if they are 
able to qualify as such depository. One 
bank is ready to take $15,000,000 of the 
money and it can arrange to take $30,000,000 
if necessary."’ 


TWO NEW CASES AND ONE DEATH 


Quarantine Has Been Lifted in North- 
ern Part of Alabama. 
Montgomery, Ala., November 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—It was exceedingly agreeable news 
to the average Montgomerian today to 
learn that, on the advice of the state board 
of health, Governor Johnston had removed 
the state quarantine against the yellow 
fever infected cities, as far as the northern 

half of the state was concerned. 

This proclamation opens practically all 
points north of Calera, Ala., to refugees 
and to business, and by tomorrow the com- 
mercial situation in the state will be very 
greatly relieved. # 

Several of the cities in the western half 
of the state have local quarantines, but 
all that section has been covered by good 
frosts, and every town is expected to fol- 
low the example of Birmingham and De- 
ecatur and lift the embargo today. 

Montgomery had a frost last night, al- 
though not a heavy one. The board of 
health declines to advise refugees to re- 
turn to the city as yet, but some of the 
physicians are advising that persons who 
live outside of the infected districts may 
return to their houses without danger. All 
agree, however, that it would be foolhardy 
for refugees who live in the infected sec- 
tions of town to return until several heavy 
frosts have fallen, and such as have had 
cases of yellow fever in or immediately 
adjoining their premises are advised to 
remain away until after thorough disinfec- 
tion and heavy frosts. 

Two new cases and one death were re- 
ported here today: 

J. M. Wallace, who lives out of town, 
near the poorhouse. 

H. H. McLeroy, who lived near River- 
side park. The latter died before his case 
was reported. 

The citizens are beginning to resume their 
normal habits and everything wears a 
more cheerful air.

JOHNSTON LIFTS QUARANTINE. 


Northern Half of Alabama Has Travel 
and Traffic Restored. 


Birmingham, Ala., November 4.—(Special.) 
Governor Johnston has lifted the state 
quarantine from operation in north Ala- 
bama, Calera, thirty miles south of Bir- 
mingham, being the dividing line. This 
opens north Alabama to travel and traffic 
from the outside world. The proclama- 
tion reads: 


“Birmingham, Ala., November 4.—By the 
Governor. Whereas, the state board of 
health, with but one member dissenting, is 
of the opinion that yellow fever would not 
spread in any portion of the northern half 
of the state, and advise that all quarantine 
restrictions as to said northern half of the 
state should be raised; 

“Now, therefore, I, Joseph F. Johnston. 
governor of the state of Alabama, hereby 
annul] and set aside all restrictions hereto- 
fore imposed by me upon travel or com- 
merce or mails ag to all that portion of 
the state lying north of a line runni east 
and west through Calera. All restrictions 
against Atlanta are also removed except 
that refugees there from infected places 
are prohibited from coming into the south- 
ern half of the state until quarantine period 
has expired. Joseph F. Johnston, Govern- 
or of Alabama.”’ 


This opens all the northern half of the 
state to mail, passenger and freight ser- 
vice with Montgomery, Mobile, New Or- 
leans and all infected places. It does not 
prevent any place from establishing a lo- 
cal quarantine that desires so to do. 

The quarantine force in this state has 
been reduced to six men. |

Few people realize what a miracle Mi- 
chael is.

There was a large audience at the Im- 
perial theater last night to witness the 
boxing cemtest between Pete Peterson and 
Ed Engles. In the audience were several 
“members of the legislature and quite a 
large collection of local sports. 

Engles was knock»:d out in the second 
round, The fight was lively from the be- 
girning to the close. 

Befcre the principal event of the evening 
two young men fought three rounds, which 
had some interesting features. They were 
to box five rounds, but as one of the men 
had a bloody nose, and neither cared to bo 
punished too much, the fight was declared 
at an end after three rounds. 

Captain John Thompson, with three or 
four policemen, was present, and they were 
particular that nothing was done which 
was on the order of a prize fight. The cap- 
tain wouldn't allow the men to enter the 
ring stripped ts the waist, but required 
them to wear shirts. 

The ring was rigcsed up in professional 
style, with ropes, water b ickets, sponges, 
towels, referee and all the paraphernalia 
of the profession. This added a flavor to 
the contests and gave them a realistic ap- 
pearance without violating the official feel- 
ings of the police. 

When the three-rourd contest was over 
it was announced that Peterson and En- 
gles were about to enter the rifig. Peter- 
eon is a Chicago man, and its quite a &ci- 
entific boxer, haying some reputation as a 
puncher. Engles is Atlanta man, and 
can do a little boxi himself. The two 
_men entered the ring in the pink of con- 
dition, and they were told to shake hands. 
This they did, and then began work in 
earnest. 

It was seen at the very outset that there 
was to be no foolishness in the bout. Both 
men went to work as if they meant busi- 
ress, and their blows fell upon each other 
fast and furious. The first round was but 
half over when Engles began to bleed from 
his mouth. Just before the first round 
closed Peterson landed an uppercut on 
Engies’s jaw, and the latter dropped as if 
he was going down between the ropes, but 
he suddenly recovered himself and rushed 
at Peterson like a madman. His blows fell 
short and did but little harm. 

In the second round Engles needed wind 
more than anything else. The men again 
fought hard, and finally Péterson crowded 
Engles to the ropes and blow after blow 
were exchanged in rapid succession. Sud- 
denly Engles broke away from Peterson, 
reeled and fell heavily to the floor. Mr. Jim 
Lynch, the referee, raixed his finger and 
counted ten, and the fight was declared 
ended, with Peterson the winner. 

Engles was dragged limp from the ring. 
He recovered behind the scenes, and was 
able to stand up and tell how he was 
“knocked out.”” He said Peterson landed 
on the right jaw, and he was dazed and 
lost consciousness.

Enthusiastic Meeting Held at C. M. B. 
Church Last Night. 


| MINISTERS DISCUSS TOPICS 


Large Crowd Present and the Majority 
Favored Emigration. 


THEY WOULD GO BACK TO AFRICA 


Many Arguments Were Presented in 
Favor of Plan—Speakers and 
Judges’ Decision. 


There is another movement og foot among 
the Atlanta negroes to emigrite to Africa. 
A great many believe the time has come 
when ‘the race should establish itself in 
another country. The subject is being agi- 
tated by some of the local colored pasvwrs. 

A meeting for the discussion of tne sub- 
ject was held at the colored Methodist 
Episcopal church in West Mitchell street, 
last night. Tho edifice was completely filled 
with a crowd eager to gain the ideas of 
their leaders. Some of the most prominent 
colored ministers in the city were on the 
programme, which consisted of a debate on 
the subject, ‘‘Resolved, That the negro 
should emigrate and colonize in Africa.” 

There were five judges appointed to decide 
the question, and after hearing the debate 
the vote was four to one in favor of emi- 
gration. Able speeches were mad® on both 
sides, but the strength of the argument 
seemed to be with the affirmative. 

This agitation is the result of the com- 
munications of Bishop Turner, which have 
been given free publicity here of late. and 
which have stirred up a new enthusiasm 
among the Georgia negroes to settle in a 
country of their own. The audience last 
night was strongly in favor of emigration, 
and it is probable another meeting will 
be held in the near future, when a per- 
manent organization will be effected, and 
more definite measures taken toward ulti- 
mate removal. 

The speakers on the affirmative last night 
were Rev. E. R. Carter and H. L. Johnson. 
They strongly advocated emigration, claim- 
ing it was time for the negro to depart; 
that he would have a better opportunity of 
demonstrating his ability in his own coun- 
try; that plenty of rich territory could be 
found in Africa; that Africa was the land 
of their forefathers, and it would be but 
natural for the race to return there; that 
the negro had little chance of showing his 
real power in this country. 

The negaitive was supported by Rev. E. 
Bibbs and Dr. D. R. Greene. They took the 
position that America offered better advan- 
tages for the negro than any other country 
on the face of the globe; that it would be 
foolish to leave our civilized and modern 
institutions for a totally undeveloped coun- 
try, especially When negroes enjoy the 
rights of American citizenship: that. the 
_hegro did have an opportunity to demon- 
strate his ability here as is evidenced by 
the fact that they are demonstrating their 
ability in various ways every day; that the 
relations between white and black are 
growing more friendly every year, and 
that the future for the negro in America 
holds many, bright prospects. 

Rev. A. J. Cobb, as well as several other 
members of the audience, made short talks 
in favor of emigration. 


CHARGES AGAINST CAPT. CARTER 


Captain Gillette Has Returned to Sa- 
vannah from New York. 
Savannah, Ga., Nevember 4.-~-(Special.)— 
Captain C. E. Gillette returned today from 
New York, where he has been attending 
the sessions of the board appointed to in- 
vestigate the charges preferred by him 
against Captain O. M. Carter. The report 
of the investigation board was made to the 
war department in Washington today, the 
investigation having been concluded sev- 
eral days before. Within ten days it must 
be decided whether or not there will be a 
courtmartial, since the accused ‘s now 
practically under arrest. It is confidently 
believed here now that the bouurd did not 
consider the main charges in the case, and 
that if there should be any court martial 
at all it would be with reference to the 
minor charges. Captain Carter’s friends,

Constitution: The Macon Telegraph, actu- 
ated by the same sneaking and unfair spirit 
that. has characterized its management

Victim Was a Young White Man of 
Good Reputation. 


THE CRIMINAL ON TRIAL IS A WEBRO 


He Pleads Justifiable Homicide, Al- 
legirng Hammond Was Trying To 
Catch Him for Chastisement. 


Quitman, Ga., November 4.—(Spccial.)— 
Sidney Scott was put on trial for his life 
in Brooks superior court today.. 

Sidney Scott is the negro who shot and 
instantly killed Lee Hammond, a young 
white man of good repute, in Pidcock, in 
this county, one night last July. 

The progecution is represented by Solic- 
itor Thomas, Hon. W. M. Hammond, of 
Thomasville, and Hon. 8.

The case was called the first thing 
this morning, and after two hours’ work 
the jury had been completed. The prose- 
cution introduced testimony making out 
a case of murder. The defense did not deny 
the killing, but plead justifiable homicide, 
and introduced testimony to show that 
Hammond, in company with others, was 
in search of Scott to chastise him when 
the shooting occurred. 

The evidence was all in when the court 
adjourned tonight, and the speeches in the 
case will come off tomorrow. It is hotly 
contested, and speculetion is rife as to the 
outcome, with the odds in favor of convic- 
tion.

WILLIAMS GOES ON TRIAL TODAY 


Alleged Murderer cf Patrolman Albert 


To Face the Jury. 

Jim Williams, who is charged with being 
the murderer of Patroman Albert, and 
who was tried last week before Judge 
Beck in the criminal court, but which re- 
sulted in a mistrial, will be placed on trial 
again for his life this morning before Judge 
Candler. 

The trial of Williams will be remarkable 
for seyeral reasons. The fact that he will 
have been tried twice for a capital offense 
within less than ten days in itself makes 
the case of more than passing interest. 

The evidence against Williams is purely 
circumstantial, although he has been iden- 
tified by one man as being the man whom 
he saw running down Alabama street a few 
moments after the shooting of the officer 
occurred, only a block distant.

Committee Meets This Afternoon and 


Will Hear Arguments. 
BOTH ARE SURE OF SUCCESS 


Decatur Will Pour Volley Into Opposi- 
tion and They Will Be Returned. 


MUCH FEELING AROUSED AMONG THE PEOPLE 


Petitions, Affidavits, Statements,. 
Maps and Speeches Galore. 
Will Be Hard Work. 


The committee on counties and courty 
affairs will meet this afternoon and take 
under advisement the bill asking for ‘the 
removal of the courthouse to Stone Moun- 
tain. 

The side lights that will be thrown on 
the discussion by thé Decrtur and Stone 
Mountain representatives and their friends 
have been prepared, and there will be a 
large lot of them. Both sides are ready, 
and they will come ready for war. 

Petitions, affidevits, statements, mabds 
speeches and every known means of persua- 
s-0n will be brought to bear upon them, 
and the committee will probably be be- 
wildered with the immense amcunt of ar- 
gument they will have to wade through in 
order to come to a just conclusion. 

The most important paper that will be 
brought to their attention will be the affi- 
davit of Ordinary Ragsdale, who will state 
that the petition of the Stone Mountain 
people asking for an election was not suffi- 
cient for the purpose and lacked a number 
of names. 

The Decatur people are placing strong re- 
liance in this, and will make a run on it. 
The representatives from Stone Mountain 
will bring to bear the law on the question, 
and they believe they will be able to over- 
ride any argument the Decaturites can 
make on this line. P 

The petitions of the Decatur people will 
be refuted by the affidavits of the Stone 
Mountain, which will show that a number 
of signatures were obtained of persons who 
were not registered voters, A map 
will be presented of the county 
showing by the latest records of the coun- 
ty officials that Decatur is nearer the 
center of population of the county, and 
also nearer the center of the taxable prop- 
erty than Stone Mountain. 

Another question that may be sprung is 
that the advertisement for the election 
was not published but forty-two dave 
when it should have been fifty. The people 
of Stone Mountain say this was a mere 
irregularity, and will not have any effect 
on the report of the committee. 

Colonel Rountree, who will handle the 
case for the Stone Mountain people, in 
speaking of the length of the publication 
necessary, said yesterday: 

“The claim made by our friends, the ene- 
my, that ‘Decatur wins the courthouse,’ 
which has been published under scare- 
heasis, is amusing and baseless as the pro- 
rouncements of General Weyler that he 
had pacified the island of Cuba and whip- 
ped the insurgent army. - 

“It has been said that Decatur has won 
the courthouse on the ground that two- 
fifths of the poll tax payers had not sign- 
ed the petition for the election, and that, 
therefore, the ordinary had no authority 
to eall the election, and it was void. Upon 
investigation, th's claim was shown to be 
without foundation. — 

“By the process of checking off the names 
on the petition filed with the ordinary, 
with the list of poll tax payers on the tax 
receiver’s digest, it is clear that more 
than two-fifths had signed the petition. 
This squelches Decatur’s great victory 
aside from the legal proposition that the 
ordinary had judicially passed upon the 
question, .and that under the decision of 
the supreme, court his judgment was final 
and conclusive. : 

“They base their latest victory upon an 
opinion of the attorney general in a case 
which bears no analogy whatever to the 
one under consideration. The law providing 
for the removal of the county seat is em- 
bodied in sections 391 and 293, Inclusive, of 
the political code of 1895, and a complete 
answer is made to this claim by a quota- 
tion from section 391, which reads as fol- 
lows: ‘All persons qualified to vote for 
members of the general assembly are quali- 
fied to vote at said election.’ Every voter 
whose name appeared on the list of regis- 
tered voters which had been legally pre- 
pared for the election for members of the 
general assembly a short time before hand, 
was qualified to vote at said election, and 
by the express provision of the law was 
also qualified at the election for the coun- 
ty site. . 

“It could not be seriously contended that 
a separate registration was necessary for 
the election. The leg:slature provided that 
the registration list for the October elec. 
tion should be applicable to and be used in 
this election. Moreover, if their contention 
was ‘well taken, it would not invalidate 
the election. It is nothing more than a 
mere irregularity. 

“Our Decatur friends must know, espe- 
cially after the decision of the supreme 
court of the state has passed on all the 
questions, that all the requirements of the 
law in reference to this election have been 
fully complied with, and it now remains 
for the legislature to give effect to the will 
of the people by passing an act removing 
the courthouse to Stone Mountain.”

At the present time Mr. Rice is devoting 
his atter.tiop to restricting the franchise 
privileges and rights of the Atlanta Tele- 
phone Company, the ccrporation organized 
some time ago by Mr. Simon Baer and 
Mr. Joe James. The company proposes to 
establish and is now establishing a new tel- 
ephore service and exchange in Atlanta, 
and in the course of ‘its existence it has 
found it necessary to ask for ceriain priv- 
lleges and rights at the hands of the gene- 
ral council, 

On several occasions Mr. Rice has come 
forward with amendments to franchise 
bills put in- by the company. and he has 
at last succeeded in getting the franchise 
rghts of the company down to a basis 
nee rly satisfactory to him. His latest suc- 
cess in the line of amending the franchise 
rights of the company was accom)lished in 
the meeting of the aldermanic board yes- 
terday. 


Wants To Sell Its Bonds. 


At the mecting of the general council 
Monday last an ordinance was introduced 
which was designed to so amend the fran- 
chise of thse telephone company that it 
can dispose of its bonds secured by its 
franchise to use the streets and establish 
a telephone system. This ordinance is an 
cmendment to a strict section of a former 
ordinance regt:.ating the conditions on 
which the company can establish its busi- 
ness, which was passed at the instance of 
Mr. Rice also. The iast amendment tnakes 
it possible for the company to sell its bonds 
without conflicting with that part of the 
restriction put upon it which seeks to pre- 
vent the company from in any way selling 
or disposing of its plant or of merging into 
any other telephc*ie company, or selling 
Jut to any company now dcing business in 
Atlanta. 

Mr. Rice said he wanted to hold the com- 
pany down to the smallest limit possible 
and that he had an amendment to offer to 
the ordinance passed by the council Mon- 
day, which required concurrence by the 
aldermanic board. He said the company 
should be prevented from using the city’s 
streets if it is going to sell out or in any 
way violate the conditions on which it was 
granted a franchise, and he proposed to 
amend the ordinance by adding the follow 
ing declaration and condition: 


Alderman Rice’s Amendment. 


“By Alderman Rice—We concur in the 
action that the property and franchise of 
said telephone company may be mortgag- 
ed upon the express condition that the 
mortgage shall rot effect the conditions 
upon which said franchise was granted 
as to any matter of regulation or prices to 
be charged for telephones or any other 
condition imposed upon said franchise. 
either in the city as it now exists or any 
extension of territory jnereafter: and thar 
neither said. company, its successors or 
assigns shall charee more than $36 for bus- 
iness places or $24 for private resid nceg, 
at any time.”’ 

It will be seen that under the amendment 
of Mr. Rice the price to be charged by the 
new company for telephone service shall 
not be more than $24 for residences and 
$36 for offices and stores. Mr. Rice thought 
his amendment should be adopted, and he 
asked if there was anything else in the way 
of restriction which could be put upon the 
franchise. 

Alderman Woodward joined in this con- 
tention and he said he wanted the company 
held down. He said he opposed the use of 
franchises as bond sellers and he wanted 
to put In a restriction preventing the com- 
pany from disposing of its bonds hased on

No true Georgian can ask for the estab- 
lishment of such a system as this. As 
it is, our people have been homogeneous. 
Every calling in life has been opened to 
the ambitious sons of Georgia. Gradu- 
ates from Georgia colleges have won dis- 


| tinction in every field of letters and sci- 


ence, while her farmers have held their 
own with those of any other community 
in the world, no matter how seme people 
may seek to belittle their thrift and 
progress. Georgia is an agricultural 
state, and it follows that great care and 
attention should be given to the calling 
of agriculture, which is at the base of 
all others. As before stated, our cities 
are but the scenes of triumph of the sons 
of farmers. As the majority of the 
people of a community give color to its 
institutions, so they have done in Geor 
gia. Out of the 350 students today en- 
rolled in the university colleges not fifty 
are from the larger cities. The 300 are 
country boys, but country boys who in- 
tend to be heard from in the future, They 
have come from the loins of the farm, 
and the legislature which would curtail 
their ambition, or lessen their scope of 
instruction, certainly has not their best 
interest at heart. 

Educational institutions, unlike those 
of other interests, are never complete. 
There does not exist in the world to- 
day, nor has there ever existed a com- 
plete college or university. Such a thing 
as a complete institution of learning 


will not be known until the human mind¢ 


has ceased to act and mental activity 
becomes dormant, All that an educa- 
tional institution can do is to keep up 
the friction of thought, to ponder over 
what has already been accomplished. 
and to battle in the great conflict which 
is wresting from nature those matters 
which are yet secret to the human mind, 
This being the case, should we destroy 
our own instifutions of learning because 
they have not written the word “finis” 
upon the portals? Is not the duty clear 
that we should lend a helping hand and 
go on and perfect instead of destroying? 

There is in Athens a fully established 
college of agriculture and mechanic arts. 
The state has already taken away from 
it the work of instruction in the mechan- 
ie arts, at the cost of largely increasing 
public expenditures. If the agricultur- 
al college should be taken away also, 
the legislature would be faced with one 
of two things, either to tell the sons of 
farmers gathered there that they have 
no right to look deeper into the fount 
of learning than the three “R's,” and 
that they must confine themselves to the 
farm, or they must duplicate the entire 
work of the university, if it would do 
justice by those people for whom it is 
professing to act. This would mean an 
expenditure in plant of everywhere from 
$300,000 to $500,000, all of which would 
have to be duplicated for the Technolog- 
ical school as well. 

The whole idea is unpatriotic in sen- 
timent, unwise in purpose and imprac~ 
ticable in operation. 

The very purpose of a university in 
all countries is a combination of intel- 
lectual effort, and Georgia cannot afford 
to depart from the well recognized prin- 
ciples by which education is imparted, 
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The World’s Cotton Market. 


At the recent session of the New Eng- 
land Manufacturers’ Association held in 
Philadelphia: Mr. Theodore C. Search, of 
that city, made the surprising declara- 


' tion that Great Britain, without produc- 


ing a single pound of raw cotton, weaved 
77 per cent of the cotton goods pur- 
chased by other nations, while the Unit- 
ed States, although producing more than 
one-half of all the cotton grown in the 
world, weaved only 5 per cent of the 
fabrics purchased by other nations. 

In this connection Mr. Search cited 
the following table, showing the annual 
exports of cotton fabrics made by Great 
Britain, Germany, France and the United 
States:

The figures contained in the foregoing 
table are anything else but gratifying 
to our national pride, but while they 
expose the restricted character of our 
manufactured cotton exports, they also 
serve to indicate the measure of our fu- 
ture possibilities. Since America grows 
more than half ofall the world’s raw 
eotton, why should not the manufacture 
of cotton be mainly restricted to this 
side of the Atlantic; and since the 
bulk of American cotton is produced in 
this section, what is to hinder the south 
in. the near future from becoming the 
center of the world’s cotton industry? 
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A Federal Quarantine System. 


The resolution introduced in the house 
of representatives yesterday by Hon. 
Clarence Knowles, looking to uniform 
quarantine regulations under federal su- 
pervision, should be adopted. 

The resolution memorialized congress 
to take charge of all quarantine matters, 
under direction of the United States ma- 
rine hospital service, during the contin- 
uance of any’ serious epidemic, thus 
avoiding many of the complications aris- 
ing from independent quarantine restric- 
tions such as have existed throughout 
the south during the present yellow 
fever epidemic. 

The resolution should be adopted br 
the legislature, and it is to be hoped 
that congress will take the matter in 
hand at its approaching session and pro- 
vide a system of quarantine regulation. 
under the direction of the marine hos- 
pital service, which will do away with 
many of the evils which have been the 
result of the present local quarantine 
plan, by which states have thrown im- 
passable barriers against one another 
and against themselves—various com- 
munities having established quarantine 
systems to suit themselves, and in many 
cases without regard to necessity or rea- 
son. 

Several years ago the marine hospital 
service offered to take charge of the 
quarantine station at Brunswick, which, 
prior to that time, had been under the 
direction of the local board of health. 
The proposition met with great opposi- 
tion, and many of the people of Bruns- 
wick thought it a very unwise step 10 
take. The city finally accepted, and 
now there is not a person in Bruns- 
wick who does not recognize the wis- 
dom of the movement. So it is in Sa- 
vannah and every other seaboard city on 
the southern coast where the govern- 
ment is in charge of the quarantine. 

The present method of loca] restric- 
tion and municipal state quarantine con. 
trol has probably not saved a life during 
the present epidemic, and it has cost the 
south millions of dollars. 

Of course in epidemics of«yellow fever 
and other infectious plagues, it is neces- 
sary sore there should he an “adequate 
quarantine system by wh read 
of the disease can be 1 rand 
. possible and the a ger 
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ly under a un system 

pervision than by such independent and 
spasmodic action as is now taken by in- 
dependent communities. 

The resolution introduced by Repre- 
sentative Knowles is exactly on the 
right line, and it should receive the 
unanimous vote of the legislature. — 
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Return to the Fold. 

‘The situation in Kentucky is not 
without its humorous aspects.

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The Geological Department. 

The report of the Blalock committee 
in regard to the geological department 
is not likely to prove satisfying to any 
one. The remedies urged for the al- 
leged condition of affairs in the depart- 
ment would be effective in only one di- 
rection. They would destroy the use- 
fulness of the office and give it over to 
decay, : 

The withdrawing of the appropriation 
for a year is a suggestion that does not 
jump with reform, has no kinship with 
economy, and would merely put an end 
to the work of the department for u 
period that may prove to be the most 
interesting in the history of the state. 

If there is anything wrong about the 
management of the office—and we believe 
no charge worth considering is made— 
let it be corrected. If there is any op- 
position to the department on any 
ground whatever, let the fact be known. 
Let the grounds be stated. We had sup- 
posed this department (really one of the 
most important in the state administra- 
tion, but financially stinted in a way 
to limit its usefulness) had outlived the 
ignorance which made it the subject of 
vehement attack some years ago. 

But if this is not the casé, let those 
who would abolish it set forth their rea- 
sons. It is true that the great useful- 
ness of the department cannot be de- 
scribed in a paragraph, and it is also true 
that its work, which is progressive and 
continuous, cannot be made apparent in 
&@ moment to the comprehension of the 
unthinking. And yet.the geological de- 
partment has a record behind it and a 
most profitable fleld before it. . 

To cripple’it now, and after the man- 
ner suggested, would show that the state 
has taken a backward step. But this 
is not the time for backward steps, and 
the present legislature is not the body to 
take them.

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GOING AROUN 


There was something of a sensation at 


the capitol yesterday whem it became 
known that there was doubt whether Judge 
Samps Harris would accept the place on 
the-supreme court bench which had been 
tendered him by Governor Atkinson. 
There is real doubt in Judge Harris's 
mind. He was not an applicant for this 
place, but he did want the place on the 
railroad commission. The ap tment to 
the judgeship came unexpectedly and took 


him unawares. If he had had to decide 


the matter yesterday he would have de- 
clined, 

There are a number of reasons for this, 
and all of them of a nature to create com- 
ment among the politicians. 


Some time ago Judge Harris did aspire 
to a place on the supreme bench, and he 
is not now at al) unmindful of the honor 
involved in the appointment, He appreciates 
it thoroughly, and appreciates the gov- 
ernor’s act in tendering him the place. 

Rut when he was a candidate before the 
conditions were somewhat different from 
those bow surrounding the appointment. 
The acceptance of this appointment in- 
volves two political contests, and Judge 
Harris has reached the age in life where 
he does not look with longing upon the 
prospect of a political fight. He knows 
that.so long as he cares to remain on the 
superior court bench the lawyers and peo- 
ple of the Coweta circuit will be unanimous 
for him. He would have liked the place 
upon the railroad commigsion, because it 
is less laborious and in every respect 
easier, enabling him to spend most of his 
time at his home and offering opportuni- 
ties for the practice of iaw, should he de- 
sire it, but the place on the supreme 
court bench means a continuance of the 
hard labor which has been his lot for a 
number of years, It would not, therefore, be 
any rest or any real change from his 
present conditions. 

The Coweta circuit is one of the largest 
in Georgia, and the work of the judge is 
very hard. 

The political conditions around the ac- 
ceptance of this appointment are some- 
what peculiar. The appointment holds good 
until the next general election, when there 
is an election for the short term. That 
would mean a fight for whoever takes the 
position under appointment. Even if suc- 
cessful there would be the necessity of 
repeating the fight two years from then 
for the term of Judge Atkinson which is to 
be filled expires in 1900, 

Judge Fish's term expires in 1898. There 
will be two justices to be chosen at that 
election-—-three, in fact, for the term of 
Chief Justice Simmons pires at the same 
time. There is not a likelihood of opposi- 
tion to the chief justice, but there is a 
probability or certainty—for it is practically 
that—that causes Judge Harris to -hesitate. 
This, at least, is one of the considerations. 

In the talk which was going round yes- 
terday, the name of Judge Gober, of the 
Blue Ridge circuit, was generally used. It 
is popularly believed that Judge Gober will 
be a candidate for the supreme bench at 
the next election, though the judge him- 
self has said and will say nothing about 
his purposes. If he becomes a candidate 
he will certainly be a very dangerous factor 
in the contest. As a friend of Judge Harris 
put it yesterday: “Judge,Gober has prob- 
ably the strongest immediate following of 
ahy man who aspires for the place. He has 
behind him a lot of the shrewdest and 
ablest politicians in Georgia, and the judge 


-himself is able to see through a millstone 


any day in the week.” 

Judge Harris feels that with Judge Go- 
ber a candidate in north Georgia and Judge 
Fish a candidate in south Georgia there 
would be a possibility of a combination 
which would act against him. 


Whether rightly or wrongly, the judge 
does not believe that the influences which 
would now place him on the supreme court 
could be relied upon to stand to him in 
these fights. There is at least a doubt in 
his mind as to this point, and with a man 
going upon the bench under the circum- 
stances it is very necessary that there 
should be no such doubt, 

It is this uncertainty which has much 
to do with Judge Harris’s present inclina- 
tions to decline the place tendered him. 
He has no personal desire to go on the 
supreme bench. His personal inclinations 
are. to remain where he is. He will not 
make up his mind, however, without a full 
consultation with the members of his 
family and his friends. It is believed, how- 
ever, that he will accept. 

During the afternoon yesterday Judge 
Harris and Judge Gober met at the Kim- 


ball and were in close conference for a | 


few minutes. What passed neither man 
would discuss, but it was generally under- 
stood that Judge Harris endeavored to 
get from Judg¢ Gober an explanation as 
to his Intentions for the future, and that 
Judge Goher indicatea he was not in a 
position to say one way or the other what 
he expected to do. 

Judge Atkinson has not yet tendered his 
resignation and will probably remain on 
the supreme bench wntil the last of De- 
cember, as it will take at least that long 
to wind up the business which is especially 
before him. 


Warner Hill came in during the mourning 
fror his home in Meriwether, and his 
presence naturaily renewed the gossip con- 
cerning the Cowcta circuit. That he will 
be a candidate is certain, should Judge 
Harris accept the appointment tendered 
him, 

Mr. Hill will Pave a strong feeling for 
the judgeship, but it is by no means cer- 
ta'n that he will have a walkover, as 
scemed probable at first. While he will 
have the support of the governor and bis 
friends, and he has himself many warm 


“frierds throughout the state who wiil aid 


him in every way possible, there is a pos- 
sibility of opposition.

Hudson had entered a plea of guilty to 
the charge of making’ copies of obscene pic- 
tures. The photographer had been entrap- 
ped by the city detectives and when he 
stood charged with the crime he said he 
was guilty, but that he had made the pic- 
tures not intending a violation of the law. 

“I will let you pay a fine of $200 and re- 
main in jail three months,” said Judge 
Candler to Hudson. 

“I never expected to see just such a case 
as this in a Georgia court, and I hope I 
never will. It is one of the most horrible 
crimes in the long criminal category and I 
hope the law will see that no similar case 
ever comes before me. It is too horrible to 
contemplate—this brutal and degrading in- 
fluence that is being brought to bear upon 
the innocent minds of our children. I can't 
conceive of the motive’ that prompts a 
man to give circulation to pictures that 
are so obscene and contemptible that no 
honest and good man can look upon them 
without a shiver of horror." 

Judge Candler then addressed himself to 
the large audience that had crowded the 
courtroom. He talked earnestly and can- 
didly about the cause of crime and how it 
could be prevented. 

“There are four causes which are re- 
sponsible for nearly al! of the crime that 
makes criminals—obscene pictures and pub- 
lications, cigarettes, pistols and whisky. 
These are the four; remove them and the 
courts would almost be idle if they were 
not brought to a standstill.” 

Judge Candler declared that the pictures 
which had caused the downfall of Pho- 
tographer Hudson were too vicious, too re- 
pulsive and too vulgar for mortal man to 
see, much less the youth of a great city. 

The photographs were taken in Atlanta 


and the subjects are women of the half 
world who once held good positions in the 


city. 
What Judge Candler Said, 


“IT never expected to see such a case as 
this in a Georgia court, and much less did 
I ever expect to see a man with the family 
connections and standing that this de- 
fendant has in such a case,” said he. “I 


have heard that there were people who- 


were engaged in such a business as he has 
plead guilty of having carried on, but I 
never expected it here. I have, because it 
was my duty to do so, exatnined these 
pictures. They are so nasty and so vicious 
in every respect that for the sake of this 
defendant's father, who was a_ gallant 
Soldier, and his brothers, whom I know to 
be good men, I hope that when he looked 
through his camera to get the pose of these 
subjects that he blushed, and'I hope that 
afterwards he went to the sink and got rid 
of. the last meal he had eaten. I know 
that the blood that is in him must have 
rebelled -at such a sight and such scenes. 
{ cannot conceive of anything worse than 
these pictures. To show them to anybody 
ts to debauch them to some extent. I be- 
lieve I would rather my boy would take a 
dose of poison than to have such pictures 
as these exhibited to him. 

“In going up and down in this state I 
have been impressed with the fact that 
we have four:laws on the staute books 
which, if enforced, would do much to pre- 
vent the great wreckage of character 
among the young that is going on at this 
time in most every section of the state. 
The law prohibits the making and exhibi- 
tion of anything or furnishing in any way 
such pictures as these to anybody. Our 
supreme court has he!d that to sell or ex- 
hibit such publications as The Police Ga- 
zette and like demoralizing publications 
are unlawful, yet in passing on the streets 
recently I have seen these papers being 
offered for sale at news stands. I take it 
that our grand jurors must see similar 
things and I am surprised that men who 
are dealing out these publications have 
not been: indicted and brought before the 
court. 


These Things Cause Crime. 


“Again, I am informed that any minor 
can buy all the cigarettes, all the cigarette 
tcbacco and paper in this city that he 
wishes. The legislature of this state has 
m:ide such ‘sales unlawful, and our -law- 
makers evidently thought that the use of 
cigarettes by minors was worse than tho 
use of intoxicating liquors. In the case of 
liquor, the parents or guardian may give 
the barkeeper written authority to sell his 
child or ward a drink of liquor, but no 
such can be done as to cigarettes. The law 
does not allow a parent to authorize such 
sales, if ome could be found who would be 
foolish enough to do so. 

“The same is the law as to pistols, and no 
man has a right to sell a minor a deadly 
weapon. 

“We are all familiar with the law against 
the sale or the furnishing in any way 
whatever of intoxicating liquors to mimors; 
and yet it is a common sight to see drunk- 
en boys with cigarettes in their mouths, 
parading the streets of this city. 

“T cannot conceive of any more worthless 
human being in this world than a young 
man with a drink of mean liquor in his 
stomach, a cigarette in his mouth, a pistol 
in one pocket and a Police Gazette or one 
of these vicious pictures in another, walk- 
ing the streets of a civilized city. Nothing 
short of a miracle can save such a man. 
Yet we are manufacturing such specimens 
every day in this city. and since I have 
been on the bench here now nearly two 
years, this is the first case that has been 
brought by a grand jury before me for the 
violation of any of these four laws. All of 
them can be enforced, and I do hope that 
our grand juries will open their eyes to 
these laws and awake to the responsib‘l- 
ities that are upon: them. I would do any- 
thing in my power to save these boys, but 
I cannot do anything unless bills of indict- 
ment are found for the violations of these 
statutes; and we all know that these laws 
are being violated every day. 

Roasts Sabbath Violations. 

“There is another violation of law going 
on here that is very demoralizing. I allude 
to the constantly _increasmg violations of 
the Sunday laws. I think any Sunday here 
in Atlanta, stores and shops can be found 
where I can buy anything that I might 
happen to want. and which I omitted to get 
on the Saturday before. Our law says that 
such shall not be. and I know of no more 
absolutely necessary law to civilization 
than that one which requires the keeping 


‘of the Sabbath day holy. Do away with 


your Sabbath and you tear down the moet 
important institution in this country. We 
want no continental European Sabbath in 
this country. and if the laws are enforced 
in this state. we will never have it. It is 
the commission of these misdemeanors that 
is doing more to make bad men, and bad 
citizens at this time, than anv other thing 
that I know of. I hope that our police offi- 
cers, our detectives meas A a a

Knight was sentenced to serve imprison- 
ment in the jail for one month and to pay 
a fine Of $200 Or serve three months in the 
chaingang; Mrs, Knight must pay a fine 
of $200 or stay in jail three months. 

Yesterday Mr. Knight was placed in what 
is technically known as the “rock,’’ which 
is the jail proper, where the criminals are 
kept confined. Mrs. Knight was assigned 
to a room over the jail office and given the 
ifberty of the lower floor. 

Mrs. Knight closely inspected her apart- 
ment with the critical eye of a housewife 
and: at once decided that the quarters were 
not as comfortable as she wished. So she 


‘dressed herself in her best rig and, descend- 


ing the stairway, waiked up to the jailer 
and informed him: 

“I am going to my home to get some 
things I need for my sleeping apartments.”’ 

The jailer was just a bit astounded and 
he informed Mrs. Knight ag gently as pos- 
s:Dle that she couldn’t leave the jail so 
unceremoniously. It took some ned tape, 
the principal feature of which was an or- 
der from the judge of the superior court. 

Then Mrs. Knight sat down in a chair 
in the jail office and there she staid for two 
or three hours. She asked every person who 
came around her if they wouldn't go after 
her ‘‘things.’’ 

Finally Jailer Maddox told her that he 
thought her room was all right just as it 
was. 

“Why,” said Mr. Maddox, “you have the 
same bed and other furniture which Mr. 
Tyler Cooper used for three months.” 

“Well. J ain’t Mr. Cooper,” she replied. 
‘“T am Mrs. Knight, and I don’t propose to 
sleep on a lot of slats if I can help it,” 

The jailer was in despair. He said he be- 
lieved the woman would stay in his office 
all night if the room was not arranged just 
as she wanted if. 

“I can deal with men all right,” said the 
jailer to a reporter of The Constitution, 
“and with women of the ordinary criminal 
type, but confound my times if it isn’t 
awful inconvenient at this place to take 
care of a woman who has been used to 
some of the comforts of life. That woman 
out there is the most troublesome prisoner I 
have had to deal with since I’ve been jailer 
for the county.”’ 

While she was trying to make arrange- 
ments for herself Mrs. Knight was not for- 
getful of her husband, who was in a cell 
in the “rock.’’ She had something to say 
about the way he was treated. 

‘That husband of mine,” she stated to a 
reporter, ‘is back there in that prison and 
he is: as innocent as the judge who sen- 


/ tenced him. I did all the cowhiding of the 


man who tried to ruin my good name, and 
I don’t see why they have made my poor 


| husband suffer for what he did not do.”

Henry L. Collier, civil engineer and United | 


States examiner of surveys, of the wood 
pavement of San Francisco. 

The report tells of an investigation and 
tests of the wood paving which has been 
in use in San Francisco twenty years. The 
paving is im use in that city on many of 
the principal streets and it has proven sat- 
isfactory in every respect. 

(Mayor Collier asked his brother to make 
this investigation, because uf the fact that 
Atlanta is now experimenting with the Wil- 
liams’ wood paving, and if it proves satis- 
factory it is likely that the material will 
come into general use in the city. North 
avenue is tow being paved with wooden 
blocks and Mayor Collier and associates 
are hopeful that the paving will be found a 
first rate material. 

Mr. Henry Gollier reports that the Wil- 
liams’ blocks in San Francisco have with- 
stood the most severe tests and that the 
streets on which it is laid are those trav- 
eled by the heaviest freight wagons, and 
that although im hard use for years, the 
pavement remains solid, intact and smooth 
and it has been found to be as good a pav- 
ing material as any in use in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Mr. Collier says some of the blocks which 
had been down many years were taken up 
and tested and it was found that they re- 
tained their firmness and were thoroughly 
dry and free from dangerous germs and 
dampness, which it has been claimed would 
result'from the use of wood blocks. The 
investigation made by Mr. Collier was of- 
ficia] and it was a thorough one, and May- 
or Collier is very much gratified with the 
result as reported. 

The work of paving North avenue with 
the blocks is progressing and in a short 
time it will be seen how the paving will 
stand the use to which it is to be put 
The company proposes to make North ave- 
nue one of the prettiest and best paved 
streets in the country. 


A LUNATIC’S LOST WEALTH. 


She Spends Her Time Searching Her 
Prison Cell. 

There is a negro woman in the Fulton 
county jail who spends all of her waking 
moments searching her cell for $1,300 which 
she claims has been taken from her by 
spirits. 

The woman ts Ella Jones and she was 
taken in charge by the police a few days 
ago and then sent to the county jail to 
await a commitment to the state lunatic 
asylum. She is crazed on the subject of 
money and says that she had $1,300 which 
she had saved during the past ten years 
and that one night the “spirits came in 
the dead hours of the night and carried all 
the money away.” 

No matter where she is placed she goes 

to. work at once to search for her lost 
fortune, and she will look in the same 
place over and over again.

JURY ACQUITS HUMPHRIES 


He Was Charged with Assaulting a 
Negro with a Mallet. 


DEFENSE CLAIMED IT JUSTIFIED 


The Case Was Interesting on Account 
of the Difference in the Testi- 
mony of Physicians, 


The jury in Judge Berry’s court yester- 
day acquitted John Humphries, who was 
eharged with assault and battery upon the 
person of Simon Jennings, a negro. After 
being out thirty minutes the verdict was 
received by the court and Humphries was 
discharged. He was defended by Mr. J. E. 
Robinson, of the firm of Upshaw & Robin- 
son. 

The case was one of much interest, as it 
developed the fact that the two physicians, 
one summoned by the state and one by the 
defense, differed very widely in their expert 
testimony. Jennings charged that Hum- 
phries struck him over the head with a 
wooden mallet, breaking the skull and 
causing a most Gangerous injury. Dr. 
Mitchell, the witness for the state, de 
clared that the wound was of a most seri- 
ous nature, fracturing the skull and al- 
most causing death. Dr. Hawk, for the de- 
fense, swore that the wound was only 
slight; that the skull had not been broken 
and that no serious results were likely 
from a wound of the nature received by 
Jennings. 

Jennings declared that he entered the 
saloon of Humphries on Peters street to 
purchase a bottle of corn whisky. He said 
he received the bottle and paid his money, 
but that Humphries would not allow him 
to drink the whisky in the bar, saying 
that it was against the law. Jennings 
says he asked for his money back, which 
was refused, although Humphries poured 
the whisky back into the jug. 

Jennings then swore that Humphries or- 
dered him out of the saloon, attacking him 
and striking him on the head with the 
mallet, with the injuries resulting as al- 
leged. 

The testimony of Humphries was that 
he struck the negro in self-defense, as the 
negro was in the act of striking him with 
a piece of iron when the blow was given 
with the mallet. The mallet and the piece 
of iron were both in evidence in the court- 
room.

MUST NOW GO IN 


Board of Education Makes a Big Change 
in Plan. 


CHIROGRAPHY IN QUESTION 


School Children Will Be Taught a Dif- 
ferent Method ‘of Writing. 


ROMAN PRONUNCIATION IS ALS@ PUT IN 


This Method Hereafter To Be Taught 
by All the Latin Classes—What 
Was Done Yesterday. 


The board of education held its regular 
monthly meeting yesterday afternoon at 3 
o'clock. A great volume of routine matter 
was taken up and disposed of, but the 
meeting was short, lasting only two hours. 

Superintendent Slaton made an interest- 
ing report, in which he showed that the 
condition of the schools is at present better 
than it has ever been and that the improve- 
ment is marked. The condition has always 
been good. but the teachers and pupils are 
both doing hard work and the results are 
proving excellent. 

There has been little bad ‘weather since 
the schools opened and the § attendance 
seems to have been very good. 

Hereafter all children who enter the 
schools will be taught the vertical system 
of penmanship. This was decided yester- 
day afternoon by the board after the mat- 
ter had been discussed at several lengthy 
meetings. 

The question of the system of penman- 
ship to be used in the schools has been 
brought up before and there were many 
who advocated the vertical system, hold- 
ing that it was a later method and proved 
to be more satisfactory than the old sys- 
tem. The board decided to adopt the ver- 
tical method in the first four grades of 
the grammar schools and leave it optional 
with the principais of the schools whether 
or not they shall use it in the other grades. 
This method of writing will used as 
soon as the committee on schools and teach- 
ers can dec.de what system of vertical 
writing is to be used and report back to 
the board. 

The vertical method is to be used only 
in the first four grades as a beginning, but 
as the children who are taught it are ad- 
vanced they will continue to usé it and in 
that way vertical writing will soon be 
taught in every grade in the public schools 
of the city. 

The question of what pronunciation of 
Latin should be used in the high schools 
of the city was some time ago brought 
before the board, and since that time it 
has been discussed by one of the com- 
mittees. At a recent meeting of the com- 
mittee it was decided to adopt the Roman 
pronunciation and this was done by the 
board yesterday afternoon. 


Salaries Raised. 


The board acted on a matter that will 
be good news to two of the most popular 
teachers in the Boys’ High school. This 
was in the matter of salaries and $100 was 
added to the annual salary of both Pro- 
fessor Jones and Professor DyKes. 

One or two slight changes were made in 
the teachers of the grammer schools. Miss 
Lizzie Traylor, of sixth grade Fair street 
school, applied for a leave of absence for 
one month. Miss Stella Steinheimer, of 
the fourth grade Fair street school, was 
promoted to the sixth grade of the same 
school. Miss Effie Nutting was placed in 
charge of the fourth grade Fair street 
school temporarily. 

After considering and acting on routine 
matters, the board adjourned until its 
regular time of meeting.

For New Judicial Circuit. 

Anew judicia] circuit is wanted in Geor- 
gia. <A bill was introduced in the house 
by Messrs. Moore and Cole, of Carroll, 
that proposes to split the Coweta circuit. 
It provides for the creation of a new cir- 
cuit, to be composed of the counties of 
Carroll, Troup and Heard. This would 
leava four counties in the old Coweta 
circuit. 

The bill caused considerable talk in polit- 
ical circles. The new circuit would cause 
radical changes in the judiciary of the 
state and much speculation is already 


‘given indulgence as to who will be the 


successful judges and solicitors. Represen- 
tative Taylor, of Meriwether, said last 
night that the bili would almost certainly 
pass. In speaking of the new circuit, he 
said: 

‘We need the new circuit badly. The bus- 
iness in Coweta circuit is so heavy that it 
keeps us almost two years behind in work. 
There is work enough in Carroll, Heard 
and Troup to keep one superior court busy. 
The dockets there now keep the courts 
running thirty-two weeks in the year. Car- 
roll county has sixteen weeks of court 
work, and she has the city court. All of 
the city courts will be abolished. The 
members from Coweta circuit are, I think, 
unanimously in favor of the bill. I see 
nothing to prevent its passage.” 

‘The members from that circuit will hold 
a meeting at once and agree upon a plan 
of action. It is said that all are harmonious 
and that they will work together for the 


‘new circuit. 


CREDITORS WANT RECEIVER. 


Bill Was Filed\ Yesterday Against the 
Kirkpatrick .Hariware Co.

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~ REFORM BILLS 


Blalock Committee's Work Will Not 
Rest With Filing a Report 


MEMBERS WILL FOLLOW IT UP 


Eleven Commissioners To Take Hold of 
the University Matter 


BILL’ TO ABOLISH THE GEOLOGIST 


Others To Reduce Salaries—Cost of 
Committee’s Work About $1,350. 
Chairman Blalock Talks of 
the Work Done and 
the Results, 


The work of the Blalock investigators 
will not stop with the filing and publica- 
tion of their two voluminous reports. It is 
not likely that an issue will be raised be- 
tw@en the majority and minority as to the 
adoption by the house of either document, 
but a number of bills will be prepared pro- 
viding for the various reforms which the 
committee recommeads. Two were intro- 
duced yesterday, and the others will follow 
as soon as they are in shape for presenta- 
tion, 

The foll@wing is a complete list so far as 
could be ascertained during the day of 
these bills: 

To repeal the act making perma- 


nent the income of the State univer- | 


sity.. This repeals the funding act of 
the land scrip fund. 

To abolish the state geological de- 
partment. 

To reduce the salaries of oil inspect- 
ors in the department of agriculture. 

To reduce the salaries of the railroad 
commissioners. 

To reduce the salaries of the su- 
preme court stenographers. 

To provide for the uniform auditing 


| of all state accounts.

To select eleven men, one from each 
congressional district in the state, with 
authority to divorce the agricultural 
college from the state university and 
establish it elsewhere, if in their judg- 
ment that would be best for all the 
interests involved... 

To eal the law which permits 
Chancellor Boggs, of the State univer- 
sity, to receive $900 for the Savannah 
colored college. 

To settle the alleged claim of the 
state against the Hardeman estate. 


May Be a New Tax Bill. 

In addition to these measures, it is pos- 
sible that either a brand new tax bill will 
be presented or that. a series of amend- 
ments to the present tax law will be in- 
troduced. The members have not reached 
any decision on this point, and will prob- 
ably discuss it at a subsequent meeting. 


} it is known that Representative Little 
.holds, strong opinions as to the necessity 


of radical changes in our present system 
of collecting taxes, and it is said that he 
is now working on a measure to be pre- 
sented at the next meeting of the general 
assembly. ’ 

The titles of the bills as indicated above 
explain themselves, and they cover all the 
recommendations made by the committee. 


The most important of the all are those 


which concern the university, and in dis- 
cussing the agricultural college feature 
yesterday afternoon, Chairan Blalock said: 

“We all want to deal fairly with the uni- 
versity, and are perfectly willing that the 
legislature should not take any definite ac- 
tion based upon our report. We hold our 
own opinions as to the conditions of affairs, 
but I, for one, will support a bill to select 
one practical man from each congressional 
district in the state and give them power 
to do as they see fit in the matter of re- 
moving the agricultural college from the 
university and placing it where it could de- 
velop into an institution of actual value 
to the people of the state. That certainly 
is a fair proposition. 

What It Will Cost. 


“So far as the committee is concerned. 
I feel that the result of their work is a 
vindication of the promises made at the 
time they were appointed. Every member 
has shown a strong personal interest in the 
difficult and somewhat unpleasant duties 
of his position, and we have worked in 
harmony alroost from the beginning. We 
have succeeded in turning into the state 
treasury already much more than our 
labors will have cost the state, and I am 
not now prepared to.say how much in ad: 
dition. the state will receive in future. We 
will probably hold several other meetings, 
for the purpose of considering bills, but 
our duties as investigators are concluded.”’ 

In reference to the cost of the committee 
to the state, Mr. Blalock is fully justified 
in what he says, for in back taxes alone 
the members frightened over $2,000 out of 
delinquent bank presidents and others who 
had failed to pay a personal tax. The aver- 
age number of days put in by each mem- 
ber will be about forty, which would make 
a total per diem amount to $800. All other 
expenses for mileage, clerk hire, stenog- 
raphy and typewriting, including even the 
cost of printing their report,-is estimated 
to be $1,359. The publication of the report 
is anxiously awaited, because, thus far, 
only sections of it have got into print, and 
these persons who are most interested are 
refusing to say anything until the com- 
plete book is out. 

University Not Alarmed. 

The friends of the university do not seen 
at all put out by the cricicisms and recom- 
mendations that are mide with regard to 
that institution. They regard this simply 
as a phase of the fight that has been wa¢- 
ed for years and they considcr it very 
improbable that the legislature /will do 
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the proposition tak- 
en by the majority of the committee that 
the funds referred to should be diverted 
from the university. 

Among the members of the house the 
sentiment in favor of the university is 
slirong and many mem who think that 
perhaps the land scrip fund may not be 
placed just vhere it should, will insist, 
if there is any of it taken away from the 
university, that the amount taken be 
made good by the state through appropria- 
ticns. There may be some interesting de- 
velopments concerning this within the next 
week or ten days. As it is, until some 
action looking to the carrying out of the 
recommendation of the, committee is made 
nothing will be done by the friends of the 
university. They feel secure in, their po- 
sition that the legislature will not do .any- 
thing to cripple the Instftution. 

Dr. White, president of the land-grant 
college, when asked about the Blalock re- 
port, said: 

“IT have no comments to make at this 
time. My testimony before the committee 
will no doubt be printed with the report and 
gives my views in full; Moreover, the 
ground has been so well covered in the ad- 
mirable minority report of Mr. Little that 
there is no occasion te add anything fur- 
ther at this time. If the legislature or any 
appropriate committee should desire fur- 
ther light upon the subject so as to get at 
the facts of the case Concerning the admin- 
istration of the college I stand ready to 
respond cheerfully. I hope the reports of 
the committee will lead to a full discussion 
and understanding of the subject.’’ 


Treasurer Speer’s Denial. 

The statement in the report that ‘‘Treas- 
urer Speer placed the same construction as 
the attorney general on. the law and has 
paid back into the treasury éuch moneys 
as he had collected from that source’ brings 
from Treasurer Speer an explanation that 
is in the nature of a denial. 

“I would like to have it clearly under- 
stood,’”’ said the treasurer yesterday, ‘‘that 
my construction of the statute concerning 
the building and loan association fees has 
always agreed with that put upon it by 
Treasurer Hardeman. I believe the legisla- 
ture intended that those fees should go to 
the treasurer, not into the treasury of the 
State. The wording of the statute can mean 
nothing else in my opinion. This act places 
upon the treasurer a lot of extra work and 
takes the time of a clerk, all in addition to 
the work that was formerly required of the 
office. I know that Treasurer Hardeman 
drew the bill and it was his intention, and 
the intention of the legislature, that the 
fees should take the direction they did. I 
have paid the amount collected during my 
term of office into the treasury because of 
the opinion given by the attorney general 
aud not because I agreed with his interpre- 
tation of the statute. As I said, I certainly 
agree with the view which Colone! Harde- 
man took of the act. 

“And another thing,” added Treasurer 
Speer. “The committee suggests that there 
has been no examination of the offices of 
treasurer and comptroller since 1891, and 
recommends that the joint committee of the 
finance committees make such examination, 
going back to that year. Of course nobody 
objects to-an examfnation going back that 
far, but in justice to a former legislature 
I think it would be well for The Constitu- 
tion to call attention to the fact that such 
an examination was made in 1893.” 

The journal for that year does contain 
the report of such jomt-committee. It was 
‘made November ist Of that year, and is 
signed by Senators Corput and Persons and 
Representatives Renfer Stapleton and 
Thomason. In their feport the members of 
the committee say that they devoted them- 
selves to the work allotted to them from 
the 19th to the 28th of June and that they 
went into everything with great thorough- 
ness taking nothing for granted but making 
their own calculations and going to the 
bottom of everything connected with both 
Offices. They then pay a high compliment 
to the men in charge of these important 
offices, declaring the affairs of the state 
to be in perfect shape. 

Officials Complimented. 

The report was so lengthy that it was im- 
possible to present it in full and for that 
reason some of the complimentary things 
it contained were omitted. There is nothing 
in it reflecting upon the integrity of any of 
the officials of state; and the members 
speak particularly of the excellence shown 
in the management of the office of the 
commissioner of pensions and in the peni- 
tentiary department. Both Judge Johnson 
and Judge Turner are commended for their 
individual work and the excellence of their 
departments. 

Because of the strictures on the com- 
missioner of agriculture this feature of 
the report caused more comment than any 
other. Captain Nesbitt and his friends did 
not seem greatly distum>ed about this. 
They consider that a mountain has been 
made out of a molehill in this matter and 
feel sure that there is nothing in the re- 
port of the department. Tags are talked 
and talked again until almost everybody 
regards the mention of that article as in 
the nature of a joke. 

Captain Nesbitt will prepare a statement 
showing his side of the controversy that 
has arisen and will place this in the hands 
of some of his friends in the legislature 
for use in such manmer as they see fit.

The Senate Amended Its First Provision 
at the Wrong Time, 


FINAL VOTE 10 BE TAKEN TODAY 


The Upper House Listens to Many 
Good Speeches—Battle Leads the 
Opposition—Turner Shows 
. His Ability as a 
Tactician. 


A large crowd gathered in the senate to 
listen to what was expected to be the clos- 
ing debate on the prohibitory amendment 
to the Bush bill. 
filled and all the chairs in the lobby were 
occupied. There were several distinguished 
visitors and for quite a long time the in- 
teresting trio bracing the back of the 
president’s desk consisted of Mr. Berner, 
Mr. Terrell and Mr. duBignon. Judge Samp 
Harris, Judge Turner, School Commission- 
er Glenn and many representatives of the 
lower house were on the floor, 

During the day the prohibition bill was 
killed and brought back to life and it was 
only the clever parliamentary tactics of 
Senator Turner, who may properly be call- 
ed its step-father, that kept it alive. As 
soon as the senate was caled to order the 
bill came up and the roll call showed that 
every member was in his seat. Senator 
Battle was promptly recognized and he be- 
gan at once the delivery of an address 
Which lasted for an hour, but which never 
for a moment permitted the interest of 
those who heard it to flag. From a far 
corner of the gallery Mrs. Battle looked 
down upon her husband and every once 
in a while her gloved hands met in ap- 
plause. 


Senator Battle Opens. 

He paid a high tribute to the able argu- 
ment delivered by Senator Turner on yes- 
terday in advocacy of the measure and said 
it had not been his intention to make a 
speech, but inasmuch as Senator Turner 
had referred to him and the people of his 
district he could not refrain from making 
answer. In the course of his remarks he 
said he wanted to refute the widespread 
opinion that the awful White murder of 
Columbus was attributable to liquor. 

“It was not liquor that produced the most 
terrible murder in the history of the fair 
city of Columbus,” said Mr. Battle, rising 
to a dramatic attitude, ‘‘but it is attributa- 
ble to a cause which I have fought with 
all my strength and ability ever since I 
have been in public life—the hip-pocket 
pistol. There is more hell in one bottle of 
whisky in the hip pocket than in ten in a 
legally conducted saloon.” 

Senator Battle took issue with Senator 
Turner in regard to the latter’s statement 
yesterday that the overshadowing, un- 
speakable crime that was becoming so 
common found its birth at the social cup. 
He said it lurked in the heart of the scoun- 
drel and it was unfair and unjust to lay it 
at whisky’s door. In his peroration Sena- 
tor Battle said: 

“Senators, I trust you will not lend a 
hand in drawing this mantle around Geor- 
gia. Where public opinion is not behind 
you you cannot force a law. You will cre- 
ate a tiger that will be a menace to the 
law-abiding communities.” 

A Significant Vote. 

Senator Gray followed and made a strong 
argument in favor of the bill. He con- 
tested the conclusions drawn by Senator 
Battle as to the failure of the prohibition 
law of Maine, from which the latter had 
quoted at some length, and said that gen- 
erations to come would applaud the cour- 
ageous action of Senator Kilpatrick for 
proposing his amendments, making the bill 
one of absolute prohibition. He argued 
that the best convict reform bill was a 
temperance bill, and was succeeded on the 
floor by Senator Everett and Senator Stew- 
art, of the thirty-fourth, who made brief 
but forcible speeches on the same line. 

This closed the debate and the vote came 
up on the first section, or rather the title 
of the bill. It was adopted. Then the vote 
came on the second section, which contain- 
ed the prohibitory clause, and it was lost. 
In this connection it may be interesting to 


give the vote, because it shows approxi-. 


mately the line-up on the question in the

THE HOUSE WORKS HARD. 


Many Discussions Keep the Members 
Busy During the Sesion. 

The house did a hard day’s work yester- 
day and took up many important matters. 

Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, introduced a res- 
olution yesterday morning in the house pro- 
viding for government control.of all quar- 
antine regulations in thig state. The meas- 
ure has been widely discussed, but Mr. 
Knowles is the first to take action. 

The bill is intended to stop the alleged 
senseless and rdiculous quarantines by 
every little village, which, while being of 
no importance, are upheld by the law and 
must be recognized and observed by every 
one. 

The bill introduced last week by “Mr. 
Oliver, of Burke, to make the birthday of 
the president of the confederacy a legal 
holiday was adversely reported by the gen- 
eral judiciary committee. 

Mr.’ Oliver arose to disagree with the 
committee’s report. Then there was some 
very decided disagreement. Mr. Oliver 
spoke in the most eloquent and pathetic 
terms of the great man who did so much 
for the south and for the confederacy. He 

that the members of the Georgia 
legislature would not consent to an adverse 
report on the bill, but that they would rally 
with him and do this honor to the name 
of the dead president. 


A Jefferson Davis Holiday. 


He said that other confederates had been 
honored, but that Jefferson Davis, the 
greatest of them all, had never been voted 
an honor here. He pleaded earnestly for 
his measure and his speech had its effect. 

‘Mr. Fogarty, of Richmond, chairman of 
the general judiciary committee, explained 
his position. He believed in honoring. the 

t men of the confederacy. The legisia- 
fare had already made the birthday of that 
atest hero.

Mr. Awtry of Cobb, Offers Resolution 
Looking Toward State Control of 
All Confederate Cemeteries,

this state may soon receive better -care, 
and their graves be tended and improved

with Georgia’s money. 

The first move toward using the state’s 
money to mark and care for the graves of 
the dead soldiers was made by Represen- 
tative Awtry, of Cobb, who introduced a 
bili in the house yesterday providing for 
certain action by the state memorial board. 

Mr. Awtry’s bill does not provide for an 
immediate appropriation of money to be 
used in putting the graves in good order, 
but appropiates $500 for the use of the me- 
morial board in mak!ing an investigation 
of every confederate cemetery in the state. 

The bill requires that the memorial board 
make the investigation and report the 
number of officers and private soldiers 
buried in each place; submit estimates of 
the cost’ of cleaning up, putting in good 
order and meintaining in a respectable 
manner the cemeteries, and shall further 
recommend legislation that will prevent the 
desecration of the graves or any trespass 
upon the cemeteries. 

Mr. Awtry’s bill ts widely favored in the 
house. For several years there has been a 
growing sentiment in favor of having the 
confederate cemeteries protected and main- 
tained by the state. 

At present the cemeteries are kept 
up by the Ladies’ Memorial Associations, 
which have a hard struggle to keep the 
graves decent with the small amounts of 
money, which they succeed in raising. 

At present the graves of the soldiers in 
Georgia are in very bad condition. New 
headstones are needed everywhere and 
much work is needed to make the ceme- 
teries presentable. 

‘Mr. Awtry is from Cobb, where thousands 
lee buried. The conditions of the graves 
of the confederates at Marietta look all the 
more pitiable when compared with the mag- 
nificent national cemetery there, where the 
federal dead lie beneath green, well Kept 
graves with beautiful marble headstones 
to mark their resting places. 

For Living Confederates. 


The bill of Mr. Pierce, of Houston, pro- 
viding for the appointment of a committee 
of three surviving confederate veterans in 
each county in the state to prepare a com- 
plete list of the confederate veterans who 
entered ‘the war from this setaite, was 
passed. 

The object of the bill is two-fold. As Mr. 
Watkins, of GAmer, who spoke for the bill, 
explained, it will be of immense historical 
value and its use as a check on the pension 
rolls will be almost inestimable. There is 
not now a complete list of the soldiers and 
Mr. Watkins said we just cyuldn’t afford 
to do without one. 

Mr. Page, from Newten, spoke eloquently 
in favor.of the passage of the bill. He 
talked in glowing terms of the services 
done by the confederates and asked if 
Georgia was not willing to do the simple 
little act of putting their names into the 
roster of her honored soldiers.
